Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claim amendments have changed the scope 
of the claims, and therefore would require further search and consideration. However, at least independent claim 12 would be rejected 
under 35 USC 101 because the claim does not appear to produce a tangible result needed to support a practical application. Although 
the claim contains a processor, the processor is only configured to perform any actions that may produce a tangible result, but does not 
actually perform the actions.
